TERMS OF SALE. Remittances must accompany the order. Stamps in one and two cent denominations 
will be accepted for small orders. Remittances can be made safely by P.O. Money Order, Bank Draft, Ex- 
press Order or Registered Letter. Do net send personal checks. On all orders amounting to $1.00 or over, 
the customer may deduct the cost of the Money Order. Blank Money Order application is enclosed in catalogue. 


DISCOUNTS. Instead of quoting high prices on packets and ounces and then allowing a discount, which 
must be taken in seeds, we make a low price on all of them and do not allow extra premiums. If, however, 
several growers wish to club together and send a large order, we are able oftentimes to make special prices.

No root crop isa better paying investment for farmers than Mangel Wurzel. Forty to forty-five tons can 
easily be produced from an acre, which is much more valuable than the same amount of coarse fodder, for 
the Mangels are wholly digestible, there being no waste, and cows fed on them during the winter -will sive 
more and better milk than they will on any other food. Sheep, also, are much healthier, and ewes raise bet- 
ter lambs where Mangels are fed. Mangel Wurzels should be grown by all interested in poultry. It is hard 
to find a better substitute for green clover than chopped or shredded Mangels.

MORE, POOR CORN? 


Gorn iS King Corn is the most important of all farm crops, not only in quantity but in value. 

¢ More acres are devoted to the growing of corn than any other crop. The total crop 
for the United States for 1904 is estimated at 2,350,000,000 bushels, a quantity so large that the mind cannot 
comprehend it. Nearly enough to supply every man, woman and child in the United States with 80 bushels 
each; put in freight cars would make a train nearly 2,000 miles long. It is estimated there was planted in 
1904 ninety-two million acres, or an area nearly equal to the total areas of Maine, Connecticut, Massachusetts, 
New Hampshire, Vermont, Rhode Island, New York and Ohio. 

If by seed selection and breeding of corn the yield can be mecreased even a few bushels to the acre, it 
means an immense additional income to the farmer and is of great benefit directly or indirectly to every in- 
dustry. It is just as important to the man growing only a few acres of corn and he is just as anxious to have 
a good crop as the one planting hundreds of acres and should be just as careful in his seed selection. 

There are three or four essentials in producing a good crop of corn. First, the land must be well prepared; 
second, the crop must have care and cultivation; third, the weather; fourth, the quality of seed. The first 
two belong to the planter as a part of his work, the third the Almighty will take care of, and while we often 
find fault, yet it is much better done than it would be if we had the control; the fourth is our part and a very 
important part too, for unless the seed is good the crop is bound to be poor, and the cost of planting and 
caring for an acre of corn producing only ten bushels is nearly aS much as an acre producing one hundred 
and fifty bushels. Don’t expect a good crop from poor seed for you wont get it. Don’t save your poorest calves 
expecting to grow up the best dairy in the neighborhood for you wont. Don’t save that wild apple tree ex- 
pecting to get grafted fruit, for you wont. Don’t buy No. 2 or 3 Milling Corn and expett to get as good a erop 
as your neighbor who buys corn that is grown for seed, for you won’t. You may get a corn that grows and 
produces stalks, but how about the ears, are there as many ? How about the barren stalks; how about the 
nubbins; how about the smutty ears? All of these you will likely get in No. 2 or 3 corn. 

Our corn is grown for seed, not for feeding or milling. The seed stock is carefully selected, the srowing 
crop is given attention and the Corn is carefully sorted before shelling. This is why our Seed Corn costs 
more than Milling Corn. 
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T W There are only two ways for a farmer to increase his corn crop. One, increase his 
wo ays. yield per acre; the other, increase his acreage. If your neighbor is producingas much 
fodder corn from five acres as you are from ten acres, surely he is growing it much cheaper than you and 
likely making money, while perhaps your crop actually lost you money. Too much cannot be said on the 
importance of planting Pure Bred Seed. The careless and haphazard way of seleciing or buying corn for 
seed in the past has been more largely responsible for failure or small yields than any other cause. The time 
is coming when every progressive farmer will be as careful of the corn he plants and will select it with just 
as great care aS he chooses and selects his animals for breeding. ; : 

_ If you are growing corn for graiualone, select the variety that will yield you the most; if for feeding asa 
green fodder, the variety that will give you tender, sweet stalks and good quality of leaves; if for the silo, the 
yariety that produces both ears and foliage and stalk that is not hard and woody 

It is interesting to take a kernel of corn and with a sharp knife pare off one side flat ways down to about 
the center of the kernel and notice the different parts in the grain. First, there is the hull or hard outer covy- 
ering of the whole kernel, then, the hard, flinty gluten, the white starchy part at top of the kernel and at the 
germ end, and the hard starchy part on the sides, and then the germ. — : 

The hard flinty gluten contains nearly twenty-five per cent. of protein; the white starchy parts only seven 
or eight per cent. The germ contains 90 per cent. of the oil in the entire kernel. The protein in corn goes to 
build up the bone, muscle and tissue in the body of the growing stock. The oil in corn is valuable for fatten- 
ing and finishing upstock. Therefore, for general feeding the ideal corn is rich in oil and protein. 

In econelusion, before describing the best varieties of corn, let us once more say—plant only Selected Seed 
Corn; Corn that is bred up the same as your best stock; Corn that is grown for seed purposes and not for the 
general market. The cost is only a few cents an acre more and the result—well, perhaps a good crop where 
you would have had a failure. 


Look Out For three consecutive years we have had poor corn years. While the aggregate yield has

The 
soil in the East is not inoculated with the bacteria that aids to the growth of Alfalfa, Clover, and thus, many 
failures. There is also a great deal of poor seed imported into this country and sold as Alfalfa. It is impos- 
sible to grow a crop of Alfalfa Clover unless the soil or seed is inoculated. There are several ways of inocu- 
lating the seed and soil, but probably the most satisfactory way is to soak the seed in a solution containing 
the bacteria. We therefore have decided to offer this season Alfalfa Clover Seed which has been inoculated. 
We obtain the bacteria direct from the U. S. Department of Agriculture, Washington. D. C., and prepare all 
of our seed before sending it out.
